If hung with stripes 
horizontal, Union should be in the 
upper Heft corner. 
If hung perpen- 
dicularly. Union should be in uppci 
right corner. 
When the flag is carried in parade, 
or when crossed with other flags, 
the Stars and Stripes should always 
be at the right. 


The" 
law 
specifically forbids 
thi. 
use of and representation of the flat,- 
in any manner or in any connection 
with merchandise for sale. 
The flag should be raised at sun- 
rise and lowered at sunset. 
It 
should not be displayed stormy days 
or, except when under fire of 
the 
enemy, left out over night. 
Altho 
there is no authoritative 
ruling 
which compels civilians to lower the" 
flag at sundown, good taste should 
impel them to follow the traditions 
oif the army and navy in 
this sun- 
down ceremonial. Primarily the flag 
Is raised to be seen, and secondarily, 
the flag is something to be guarded, 
treasured, and so tradition holds it 
shall not be menaced by the dark- 
ness. 
To leave the flag out at night 
unattended, is proof of shiftlessness, 
or at least carelessness. 
On Memorial day, the flag should 
be displayed at half-mast, from sun- 
rise until noon',- and at the/peak from 
noon until sunset.

should, on 
being retire*!,- never be allowed 
to 


touch the ground. 
When the Star Spang-led Banner is 
played or sung, uncover, stand 
and 
remain standing, in silence, until it 
is 
finished. 
Applause at the con- 
clusion of the Star Spangled Banner 
is out of place. 
Worn out and useless flags should 
be destroyed by burning. 
A flag 
torn or frayed by the wind and wea- 
ther should never again be hoisted 
until it has heen repaired.

The difference between early-laying 


pullets and lato-hiylng pullets may be 
the difference between profit and loss 
In poultry keeping. Retarded laying, 
therefore, is one of the things to bo 
guarded against by all poultry keep- 
ers, whether on u largo or a. small 
scale. 


Normally, laying begins when growth 


ceases. Individuals of the small, pre- 
cocious breeds may begin laying be- 
fore they cease growing. That, though 
likely to be of some permanent dis- 
advantage, need not give the grower 
serious concern. Individuals, of what- 
ever brood, may fail to begin laying 
at maturity, and that Is a matter of 
serious 
concern 
to 
every 
poultry 


keeper. The pullet that fails to be- 
come an egg producer at maturity, in- 
stead of being an asset, becomes n 
dead expense, absorbing a largo part 
of tho profit that she may make In 
later life. 


Early Laying Pullet 


Almost, without exception (lie pullet 


whose growth from hatching to ma- 
turity has been regular, not. subject to 
chocks aihl Interruptions, Is an early 
layer. A chock to growth at any stage, 
according t.a poultry experts of the 
United Slates department of agricul- 
ture, Is likely to retard laying. 
In 


support of this statement, the fact is 
pointed out that It Is not unusual to 
find May-hatched pullets laying earlier 
than their sisters that: were hatched 
In April and wore retarded in tlie 
early stage of their growth by unfa- 
vorable weather. Retardation by weath- 
er condtlons, however, is only one of 
many things that may chock the nor- 
mal growth of a pullet and defer the 
beginning of her usefulness as a pro- 
ductive fowl. 


Egg production depends upon activ- 


ity of the reproductive organs, which 
should beglnrat or before the cessation 
of physical growth. Apparently, influ- 
ences unfavorable to the development 
of the body arc still more unfavorable 
to the development of the reproductive 
organs, and it Is not uncommon to find 
pullets of apparently perfect outward 
body development in which egg pro- 


growth even of small chicks aro likely 
to retard the beginning of egg produc- 
tion. 


Keep Growth Regular. 


Every pou!fry keeper, therefore, who 


Is growing pullets for egg production, 
will need to exorcise caro from tho 
time the chicks are hatched until they 
become mature hens to make sure that 
their growth is regular, not, subject at 
any lime to checks and disturbances. 
All other factors In egg production an> 
secondary to activity of (he reproduc- 
tive organs, 
which depends largely 


upon regularity of development. With- 
out this not an egg Is produced, though 
every other factor may be sutliclent, 
and with It eggs may be produced 
though every other factor Is inade- 
quate. Secondary factors are nourish- 
ment, regularity, comfort, constitution, 
exercise, cleanliness, varying greatly 
in value, but ranking about in Uio 
order named. 


KEEP PULLETS GROWING 


For every day that your pul- 


lets fall to lay after they cease 
growing you are 
pocketing a 


loss.

check to growth at any period 
from hatching to maturity.

try fanciers to retard the laying of 
pullets that they desire to keep In con- 
dition for exhibition as pullets. 
It 


follows, therefore, that the disturb- 
ances encouraged by fanciers for ex- 
hibition pullets are among the things 
that must be avoided by poultry keep- 
ers whose object is to develop pullets 
Into early egg-producing hens. 


The fact to be borne constantly in 


mind Is that the main factor In egg 
production Is activity of the reproduc- 
tive organs, and that the development 
of these organs Is continuous from tho 
earliest stages of the growth of the 
bird Instead of beginning, as was once 
supposed, at or near maturity. 
Pul- 


lets about to begin laying are more 
sensitive to disturbances than 
at 


earlier stages i of their growth, and 
therefore 
require greater care in 


handling, but disturbances retarding 


There is one kind of meat — and, so 


far as anybody has been able, to ascer- 
tain, only one — that has not Increased 
greatly in price. That one, before tho 
war, was considered a luxury within 
the reacli only of persons with excep- 
tionally fat purses, but it has main- 
tained practically its pre-war price, 
and is now little, if any, more expen- 
sive than other choice meats. 


That meal is squab — young pigeon. 


At last squabs appear about to como , 
Into their own as an important source 
of meat supply. 


This transformation Is due, in largo 


measure, to the energy and patriotic 
action of the American Squab breed- 
ers' association. The influence of that 
association extends to about 10,000 
squab breeders, and is estimated to 
affect, In one way or another, not loss 
than 50,000 persons who raise pigeons 
for meat. 


Until within the pnst few months It 


was thought that squabs had to be fat- 
tened on wheat — uud it took a lot of 
wheat to make a good squab. 
But 


when it became apparent that tho 
world's available supply of. wheat wus 
not sufficient to meet tho world's 
pressing need for bread and that the 
success of the allied armies depended 
largely on saving it, the association of 
squab breeders began 
a systematic 


effort to eliminate wheat as a pigeon 
feed Ijiy substituting corn, kalilr, sun- 
flower! seeds and other concentrated 
forms of. vegetable protein. 


Tho effort has been crowned with. 


success. One squab breeder writes: 
"I have fed no wheat in tho past six 
months, using whole corn Instead, and 
have certainly had 
good 
results.'1 


Another who had substituted wild 
grass seeds, a feed that formerly went 
completely to waste, says: "I have bad 
good results and do not intend to uso 
any wheat In the future." 


Tho United States department of 


agriculture, co-operating with the fed- 
eral food administration, has given 
careful thought to the subject, has fur- 
nished such literature as It had per- 
taining to the subject, and has Issued 
some new matter, all of which Is avail- 
able to persons who may be interested 
in extending their squab-breeding op- 
erations or In entering the business.

Kgg production depends upon nctlv-

The difference between early-laying 


pullets und late-laying pullets may be 
the difference between profit and loss 
In poultry keeping. Retarded laying, 
therefore, is one of the things to bo 
guarded against by all poultry keep- 
ers, whether on a largo or a small 
scale. 


Normally, laying begins when growth 


ceases. Individuals of the small, pre- 
cocious breeds may begin laying be- 
fore they cease growing. That, though 
likely to be of some permanent dis- 
advantage, need not give the grower 
serious concern. Individuals, of what- 
ever breed, may f:iil to begin laying 
at maturity, and that Is a matter of 
serious 
concern 
to 
every poultry 


keeper. The pullet that fails to be- 
come an egg producer at maturity. In- 
stead of being an asset, becomes a 
dead expense, absorbing a large part 
of the profit that she may make in 
later life. 


Early Laying Pullet. 


Almost without exception the pullet 


whose growth from hatching to ma- 
turity has been regular, not subject to 
shocks ami Interruptions, Is an early 
layer. A check to growth at any stage, 
according ta poultry experts of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, Is likely to retard laying. In 
support of this statement, the fact Is 
pointed out that it Is not unusual to 
find May-hatched pullets laying earlier 
than their sisters that were hutched 
In April and were retarded in the 
early stage of their growth by unfa- 
vorable weather. Retardation by weath- 
er condtlons, however, is only one of 
many things that may check the nor- 
mal growth of a pullet and defer the 
beginning of her usefulness us a pro- 
ductive fowl. 


Egg production depends upon activ- 


ity of the reproductive organs, which 
should beglnrat or before the cessation 
of physical growth. Apparently, Influ- 
ences unfavorable to the development 
of the body are still more unfavorable 
to the development of the reproductive 
organs, and It'is not uncommon to find 
pullets of apparently perfect outward 
body develop -nent in which egg pro- 
duction is def srred for several months. 


Disturbs ices Retard Laying. 


Any disturb ince affecting the habits, 


nutrition or comfort of a pullet, nt any 
previous stage of life may retard lay- 
Ing at maturity and therefore, Is to be 


growth even of small chicks aro likely 
to retard the beginning of egg produc- 
tion. 


Keep Growth Regular. 


Kvery poultry keeper, therefore, who 


is growing pullets for egg production, 
will need to exercise care from tho 
time the chicks are hatched until they 
become mature hens to make Hiiro that 
their growth Is regular, not subject at 
any time to checks nnd disturbances. 
All other factors In egi; production am 
secondary to activity of the reproduc- 
tive organs, which depends largely 
upon regularity of development. With- 
out this not an egg Is proiitieed, UimiKli 
every other factor may l>o sulMi'lent, 
and with It egg.s may be pro.lucea 
though every oilier factor Is Inmlo- 
(]imte. Secondary factors are nourish- 
ment, regularity, comfort, constitution, 
exercise, cleanliness, varying greatly 
In value, but ranking about lit tho 
order named.

when It became apparent Dint tho 
world's available supply of wheat wus 
not ^sufficient to meet tho world's 
pressing need for bread and that tho 
success of the allied armies depended 
largely on saving It, the association of 
squab breeders begun n systematic 
effort to eliminate wheat as a pigeon 
feed l)y substituting corn, kaffir, sun- 
flowcri seeds and other concentrated 
forms of vegetable protein. 


The effort has been crowned will) 


success. One squab breeder writes: 
"I have fed no wheat In tho past six 
months, using whole corn Instead, und 
have certainly 
hiid good 
results." 


Another who had substituted wild 
grass seeds, a feed that formerly went 
completely to waste, says: "I have had 
good results and do not Intend to u»o 
any wheat In tho future." 


The United States department of 


agriculture, co-operating with the fed- 
eral food administration, ban given 
careful thought to the subject, has fur- 
nished such literature ns It had per- 
taining to the subject, nnd has Issued 
some new matter, all of which It avail- 
able to persons who may be Interested 
In extending their squab-breeding op- 
erations or In entering the business.

Of 
course the shippers made the produc- 
ers and the consumers pay these rates 
and tills prejudice among the people 
finally resulted in the 'Granger legis- 
lation In the several states and Inter- 
state commerce legislation by con- 
gross, all with n view of curbing the 
railroads and reducing rates. 


No one except Director General Mc- 


Afloo could have put over 
anything 


finite so startling as the Increase of 
freight and passenger rates. And even 
II! government ownership or control 
had come to us when we were not at 
war, the people would not have stood 
for the advance in freight rates. Pre- 
vious to the war when the railroads 
made an application for a 15 per cent 
advance the protest against such an 
Increase .was such as to prevent It. 
But as long as the railroads have 
been taken over for war purposes and 
nro run by the government the In- 
creased rates must lie accepted by the 
public, all hough the shippers will con- 
tinue to protest. 


The increase In passenger rates may 


be protested, but the protests will be 
Ineffective, as the average individual 
will not make a complaint. Although 
a large number of this "average indi- 
vidual" makes up the "public," he is 
not very effective In protests because 
his protests are individual instead of 
collective as in the case of the ship- 
pers. The average individual will pay 
his extra railroad faro and say noth- 
ing.

I heir conscience to prevent them from 
going to war, by drafting them for 
service In work on gardens around 
army camps, The department has also 
undortaken to utilize- men who are 
unlit for overseas duty for the same 
purjio.se. 
Maybe they will finally go 


far enough to take German prisoners 
and Interned aliens and set thorn to 
work growing crops. The Germans do 
not hesitate to use all their prisoners 
for work behind the lines, and In this 
time of labor shortage the United 
States might well do the same. 


We have frequently heard men In 


congress describe the difference be- 
tween an "agriculturist" and u fai> 
mer. As one man put It: "The farmer 
farms the farm and the agriculturist 
farms the farmer." 
But It remained 


for Congressman Caraway of Arkan- j 
sas to introduce a new one. During j 
discussion of an agricultural bill in 
the house be said: "I have observed 
that whenever a bill dealing with agri- 
culture is to be discussed, all shade- 
tron farmers arise."

describe

"shade-free 
farmer."

Nancy, One of France's Historic Cit- 


ies, Has Resumed Manufacture 


of Lorraine Embroideries. 


Within sound of the roar of German 


cannon and under constant; menace of 
attack, Nancy, one of the.heroic cities 
of France, has taken up again the 
manufacture of Lorraine lace and em- 
broideries, an Industry that had al- 
most disappeared In a half-century of 
peace. Mayor Simon of Nancy, in an 
interview 'in "Lectures Pour Tous," 
Paris, says of. this Industry: 


"Several months ago we opened a 


workroom in the center of the city 
and called there our best workers 
and several renowned lace artists. It 
w.o.s n success from the start and the 
industry soon surpassed all of our 
hopes. 
We were uot satisfied with 


copies. All of our designs arc or'~- 
inal. 
As a municipality, we could r...i. 


engage in manufacturing, so a. com- 
pany was formed with a capital of 
150,000 francs ($30.000). 
The com- 


pany has established a store nnd the 
embroideries apd,laces on sale there, 


tissue paper pattern. There Is anoth- 
er even larger group who solve six 
months' dressmaking problems by buy- 
ing ginghams and muslins and hiring 
the services of a dressmaker "by tho 
day."

A short distance away standing on 


another attractive plaza know as Boli- 
var, we find the two buildings which 
house the Peruvian congress. 
Espe- 


cially historic is th,e senate chamber 
within the ancient Inquisition building. , 


Famous Torre-Tagle Mansion. 


A majority of the, older residences 


of Lima are tho typical one-story struc- 
tures, and usually a court is one of 
the leading features. 
Opening on this 


court are the various living, sleeping, 
nr.il other apartments; while the court 
Itself is adorned with growing plants, 
(lowers, and often a small tree or two. 
Birds, parrots, and other pots arc. also 
numerous. 
Barred windows and bal- 


conies are always In evidence. 


Many Lima homes of the better 


classes aro two-story structures, and 
In such cases the balcony*overhanging 
the street offers the family a fine point 
from which to view the life of tho 
street when tlrod of the courtyard and 
Its seclusion. One of the finest typos 
of this homo is Hie famous Torre-Tagle 
mansion. Almost a fortress In appear- 
ance as one enters the great stone wall 
leading from tho street, but when with- 
in the courtyards (there arc several), 
tho outer doors closed, a veritable and 
secluded palace presents itself with 
enough luxurious surroundings to make 
oven n king envious. It was built In 
the clays of the viceroys and nothing 
seems 10 have boon forgotten as re- 
gards comfort and convenience of those 
early (imps, oven to tho private chapel 
opening on one of the courts. 
The 


carved mahogany balconies overlook- 
Ing (ho street are also works of urt 
and patient toll. 


Peru's capital Is the home of n na- 


tional museum, one of the world's most 
interesting institutions of this nature. 
It shares with that of Cairo In dis- 
playing to modern peoples various In- 
cidents of life and activity of by-gono 
races. 


Many Pleasure Resorts. 


The resorts and pleasure parks of 


tlio capital aro numerous, and there 
are modern electric linos for reaching 
thorn from the heart of the city. Chnr- 
rillos, Barranco, MlraOoros, La PunUi, 
etc., offer thoso who love the sea fine 
opportunities for boating or bathing; 


and, 
indeed, a large number of people 


maintain tholY permanent homos on 
or near tho Kay of Chorrlllos, famous 
for Its rogatt-is and olhcr aquatic 
sports. On tho other hand, when tho 
fogs and mist of winter overhang the 
coastal region many citizens of tbe cap- 
ital find t.hc sunny climate of Cbosica 
especially appealing; the latter resort 
lies some 30 miles inland in tho An- 
dean foothills and directly on 
the 


Oroya railroad. 


In 1870 an exposition was hold In 


Lima, and naturally a number of new 
buildings wero constructed In order to 
provide for exhibits and throngs of 
people. The name of Exposition park 
seems to have become definitely fixed 


n this suburb, and today we find 


tliat many of the people of wealth and 
Influence have established their homes 
in that part of Limn. The park itself, 
covers about 30 acres, find is laid out 
In 
beautiful 
walks, artificial 
lakes, 


grottoes, flower gardens, and other at- 
tractive features. 
Within the park is 


also located ono of the finest restau- 
rants In the whole city, and It is bore 
In season that many of the exclusive 
society folk spend tbe evenings, sur- 
rounded by tropical plants and flowers 
and charmed by the beautiful strains 
oC the orchestral music. 


In front of this park the most beau- 


tiful avenue of the capital, known as 
Paseo Colon, has been constructed. It 
Is nearly a mile long, Is 150 feet wide, 
one end of which terminates at the 
new circle or Plaza Bolognesl. 
On 


either side of this avenue many costly 
residences have recii built, along the 
middle avenue from end to end ex- 
tends a border of flowers, find at in- 
tervals stand monuments representing 
the heroes of Peruvian history.

number of arches are studded with 
electric bulbs, which render the whole 
avenue especially attractive at night

RUST INFECTS FIELDS 


NEAR BARBERRY BUSHES 


That the few barberry bushes left 


in Wisconsin lawns and hedges 
are 


already passing the rust infection to 
the wheat and rye fields in neighbor- 
ing communities has been discovered 
by members of the state department 
of agriculture and of the plant patho- 
logy department of the 
University 


in trips to several sections 
of 
tbe 


state. 
Every infection thus far found has 


been in the 
vicinity 
of 
barberry 


bushes and quack grass and 
other 


weeds 
near them 
are 
helping to 


spread the disease now. 


Reports made to Dr. E. D. 
Ball, 


state entomologist, show that 
100,- 


000 barberry bushes have been des- 
troyed as a result of the spring cam- 
paign. 
Practically all of the 50,- 


000 bushes on public property have 
been dug. up, but about 10,000 of the 
50,000 Known to be on private pro- 
perty, evidently have not been des- 
troyed. 
Three counties, Richland, 


Crawford, and Green have a l u O par 
cent record In the campaign, to say

Jour- 
nalism of the University of Wiscon- 
sin in addressing the Wisconsin Lib- 
rary school recently. 
"Every copy of a country weekly 


paper gives the history of a week in 
the life of the community in which it 
is published. 
Nowhere else is recor- 


ded so completely the events that go 
to make local history . 
"Unless bound Tiles of loan! papers 


are kept in the public library, these 
Important records are not likely, to 
be preserved, as through changes in 
ownership and by fires In newspaper 
plants the flies kept by the newspa- 
pers are often lost to the community.

I had a coat of plaster put 
on tho walls, painted a bright blue 
wulnscot three feet high with a sten« 
ell of flowers of red, white and blue 
ubove, white walls and celling, doors 
and windows outlined with light green, 
and stencils of bright colors between 
tho windows of trumpets, and over 
the five door* delicious little pulntinga 
by Miss Klrkpntrlclc and Mlsu Beckett 
of soldlom and cantooners In the moat 
clover and attractive way.

There are few of. our yungst'ers who do 
not own or havo access to u .22 rifle, and but few 
who do not get an occasional chance to use a 
shotgun. 
Tho hunting Instinct is still strong In 


us. 
It Is estimated that about 3.500,000 sports- 


men In this country hunt every your with n rifle 
or a shotgun. 


Evon In thickly settled districts gamo Is still 


plentiful enough to offer enticing sport.

The 
finest and least costly niacliino-made guns are 
rirodticr.d in tlds country.

have no established aristocracy winch controls the 
shooting preserves, to the exclusion of the gen- 
eral public.

The conditions In Kuropo are totally different. 


Land Is owned by tho aristocracy, and since 
feudal tlmos h u n t i n g has boon a privilege peculiar 
to that class. 
Unless ho secures employment as 


a gamekeeper, the poor man has no chance to 
lean, to shnot. Nor have the middle classes any 
bettor 
opportunity. 
Ammunition 
Is expensive. 


Tho liecnso fco Is excessive, running as high as 
¥-">. Tho only good guns arc hand-made, for tlie 
reason that gunsmiths look only to the .upper 
class as purchasers. Hence no good, cheap, nw 
crlilno-mado rifles arc manufactured. Lastly, there 
is mi open land upon which to shoot. 


For all those reasons, the workingman of ku- 


ropo knows very little about firearms. 


Man for n.nri, the total number of troops In 


the field taken Into consideration, our Civil war 
was the bloodiost over soon. 
Tho operations in 


Kuropo during the present struggle have always 
boon over a wide front. 
tJKQ numbers engaged 


havo been enormous and tho"} Hal losses stagger- 
lug. Vet the wastage of huim'.| j^fe has been rel- 
atively small compared with 'that., of tlie Union 
and Confeilorato armies. There m?s boon no Get- 
tysburg, no moody Anglo in the present conflict. 
" Why? 
Neither the forces under Grant or Lee 


attained the perfection of training acquired by 
the armies of today, with the exception of- a few 
star corps composed of picked regiments. 
The 


heavy casualties wore due to tho individual fight- 
Ing ability of the troops, to their export use of 
the rifle. " 
From tho days of tho minute men of tho Revo- 


lution, the superiority of tho American rifleman 
has boon conceded by all. Morgan's backwoods- 
men proved their efficiency as marksmen in the 
War for Independence. 
The raw frontiersman 


demonstrated 
ft again at Now Orleans under 


Jackson against Pakeuhnm's trained regulars. At 
tlie Alamo, Crockett and Bowie, with a little 
handful of riflemen, held the hordes of Santa Ana 
at bay. Our history is full of Incidents in which 
a Itttl'e. band of grim men, their backs to the wall, 
havo hold off many times their number by sheer 
tenacity and deadly rifle execution. 


The reason for this is not far to seek. In early 


days America was a virgin hind peopled by no- 
madic tribes with an amazing skill fit woodcraft. 
Those natives had to be outwitted nnd outfought. 


No ctumtrv in tho world, with the possible ex- 


ception of British Southeast Africa, ever had such 
n wealth of game us this.' The first settlers were 
At""lo-Saxons, the greatest sport-loving people on 
earth. 
With them they .brought little but fire- 


arms and stout hearts. They had to.defend them- 
selves against the Indians and to live by the 
chase. 
Gradually they learned to raise grain, 


fruit and vegetables native to the land of their 
adoption. But for a long time their main source 
of supply was wiltl game. 
,- 
It resulted that every boy grew up with n rifle 


in his hands. 
Inevitably these frontiersmen, 


faced with an opportunity based upon necessity, 
developed the keen eye, the steady nerve and the 
wootlmanship that made them the best shots ever 
known. 


With the grosvth of the country the tide of 


clviliwitlon rolled westward. 
Clark opened the 


great Northwest. Pike led the way to.the Rock- 
ies 
Always the adventurous son pushed to the 


more remote frontier. 
The greatest' trek in the 


history of tho' western hemisphere was on. 
For 


BO years It continued. Almost every foot of. the 
West' was won by toil and hardship, at the cost 
of sacrifice from which men and women emerged 
strong and self-reliant. 


The tradition of the hunt persists with'us. The 


man used to tramping the hills for big game eu- 
dures hardship and privation for the sake of the 
sport. 
Ho learns to shoot at fast-moving game 


under difficulties of distance and visibility. 
It 


follows that when he is taken out to the rifle, 
range and instructed he learns in a few lessons 
tho proper sighting and method of using the mili- 
tary rifle. 


These once acquired, he is in a class by himself, 


for he is used to shooting under, the same condi- 
tions, though with less danger to himself, that ob- 
tain at the front. No amount of practice at the 
rifle range can serve as a fit substitute for his ex- 
perience. 
It is this fundamental training which lies back 


of target practice that is responsible for 
the 


.marksmanship of the American army. The ma- 
rine corps holds the finest record in the service. 
Fully one-third of this organization wears the 
marksmanship emblem. At least one-half of the 
marines are first-class riflemen. 


To win the expert emblem a marksman must 


shoot over the qualifying course at all ranges from 


200 to 600 yards in both 
rapid and slow fire and 
must 
make 
above 203 


points out of a possible 
300 
The 
sharpshooter 


must average 238 out of 
300 on the same course. 
It is no unusual record 
for a candidate of either 
of these classes to hang 
up ten consecutive bulls- 
eyes out. of ten shots at 
the GOO-ynrd range. 


The German does not 


rely on his individual abil- 
ity with the rifle. 
He Is 


inclined to shoot wildly 
and at random. 
Reports 


have reached us of Ger- 
man companies frantically 
wasting -great, quantities 
of 
ammunition . after 
a 


feigned attack on the part of the foe. 


Th!s is in part due.to the Gorman theory that a 


certain percentage of hits will result from a & 
en number of shots. The Boche infantryman ex 
copt at short range, does not direct his ami at a 


' particular adversary. 
He fires for general re- 


sults. 


A German officer, for Instance, lenrns that there 


are a certain number of the enemy m a given 
zone about 100 yards.square, 500 yards in front 
of his position. He estimates that if his company 
sprays this zone for a half-hour a certain percent- 
age of casualties will be inflicted, dependent upon 
the rapidity of fire, number of marksmen and size 
of zone. 


An American farmer boy could tell him how er- 


roneous this theory Is. He knows, because ex- 
perience 1ms taught him. Time and time again 
he has fired with a shotgun info a flock of duetts 
or a covey of grouse on the wing bunched appar- 
ently so closely that a miss is hardly possible. 
There are 350 or 200 individual shot in the load, 
vet such an attempt nearly always scores a com- 
plete miss. Naturally this percentage of failures 
must be still higher in rifle shooting. 


An 'attacking party may be advancing in what 


looks like a dense mass. There is to the eye very 
little space between the men. A "general results 
shot, ought to score n hit. In point of fact, it 
usually does not. Spaces between the moving men 
are constantly opening. Very little of the front 
offers a vital target. 
A shot through a knap- 


sack, a helmet, through baggy breeches, or tbicK 
le'g'ngs. even through the fleshy part of the body, 
will" not stop a charging foe. The only way to 
make sure of a hit is to pick an individual tar- 
got, 
aim nt dead center, and fire accurately. An 


Infantryman in full equipment is a good deal lite 
n hawk on-a fence post. 
You are likely to. get 


a lot of feathers from your shot and very little 
hawk. . 


Tlie ability to shoot accurately has made the 


American rifleman dangerous. This same skill Is 
making our Infantryman superior to his foe on 
the western front. 
General Pershing recognizes 


tho need of maintaining this advantage, for in his 
reports he recommends that the greatest care 
be taken-in rifle Instruction at the cantonments 
since this is the most valuable weapon both in 
offense and defense. 


Put a company of crack German trodps against 


nn equal number of ours. Let them direct their 
fire based on the "general results" theory at our 
men while our boys follow the American method 
of ^electing nn individual target. 
An average 


company of Sammies would contain about ten 
experts 
20 sharpshooters, 35 marksmen and a 


large number of first-class riflemen. 
The result 


would not be hard to determine. 


It Is because of the deficiency of the Germans 


as riflemen that their general staff has resorted 
so largely to the hand grenade. For the same rea- 
son the French and British have done the same. 
We read stories 'of Infantrymen chasing troops 
a quarter of a mile to get close enough to throw 
hand grenades at them. 
Well-directed rifle fi.re 


would have been far more effective. There are 
times at.short range-when the grenade Is a su- 
perior weapon. One tossed into a group of men 
will do more damage than a single rlfie bullet, 
but the supply of grenades a man can carry is lim- 
ited and the distance at which they can be used 
effectively Is short. Since the French .ond British 
are better shots than .tlie Germans they send 
more riflemen over the top and fewer grenadiers. 


The British regular army had a great reputa- 


tion for shooting. 
Most of these had seen serv- 


ice In Egypt, Africa or otber colonies where con- 
ditions in a degree resemble ours. The work these 
veterans did in the first battle of Ypres and at 
tho retreat from Mons, where with practically no 
artillery they held four or five times their number 
shows what marksmanship can do for an army. 


The Latin Instinct Is to use the knife. 
For 


this reason the. French and the Italian revert 
often to the bayonet. Because the German does 
not like" close hand-to-hand work he prefers the 
grenade. 
- . 
- 


The Canadian Is our born brother at arms. The 


conditions that have made us made him. His ef- 
fectiveness as a soldier is due to bis individual 
initiative and to his skill with the rifle. What is 
true of him is true of our soldiers. Already they 
show a tendency to stick to the rifle. When they 
get going well the Germans will pray to be put 
against any troops except Americans—nnd the 
chief reason for this dread will be Sammy's ex- 


• port-ness with the rifle.

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Agricultural Department Hopes to Use 


"Conscientious Objectors" in Work 
on Gardens Around Army Camps— 
Trade Boycott of Germany. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington. — Naturally 
shippers 


protest against the advance in freight 
rates. For nearly a half a century, 
since the Granger movement was first 
Etarted, there has been a protest on 
the part of shippers 
against high 


freight rates. Most of the prejudice 
that has been built up against rail- 
roads In the past has been due to the 
belief: on tlie part of shippers that 
freight rates have been exorbitant. Of 
course the shippers made the produc- 
ers and the consumers pay these rates 
and this prejudice among the people 
finally resulted in the 'Granger legis- 
lation in the several states and inter- 
state commerce legislation by con- 
gress, all with a view of curbing the 
railroads and reducing rates. 


No one except Director General Afc- 


Adoo could have put over anything 
quite so startling as the increase of 
freight and passenger rates. And even 
if government ownership or control 
had come to us when we were not at 
war, the people would not have stood 
for tho advance in freight rates. Pre- | 
vious to the war when the railroads j 
mnde nn application for a 15 per cent 
advance the protest against such an 
increase .was such as to prevent It. 
But as long as tlie railroads have 
been taken over for wnr purposes nnd 
are run by the government the In- 
creased rates must he accepted by the 


! public, although the shippers will con- 


j tinue to protest. 


I 
The increase in passenger rates mny 


! be protested, but the protests will be 
! ineffective, ns the average individual 


j will not make a complaint. Although 


a large number of this "average Indi- 
vidual" makes up the "public," he Is 
not very effective In protests because 
his protests are individual Instead of 
collective as in the case of the ship- 
pers. The average individual will pay 
his extra railroad fare and say noth- 
ing. 


The agricultural department has an 


idea that it can reach "conscientious 
objectors," those individuals who use 
their conscience to prevent them from 
going to war,' by drafting them for 
service in work on. gardens around 
army camps. The department has also 
undertaken to utilize men who are 
unfit for overseas duty for the same 
' purpose. 
Maybe they will finally go 


far enough to take German prisoners 
and interned aliens and set them to 
work growing crops. The Germans do 
not hesitate to use all their prisoners 
for work behind the lines, nnd In this 
time of labor shortage the United 
States might well do the same, 


We have frequently heard men In 


congress describe the difference be- 
tween an "agriculturist" and a far- 
mer. As one man put it: "The farmer 
farms the farm and the agriculturist 
farms the farmer." 
But It remained 


for Congressman Caraway of Arkan- 
sas to introduce a new one. During 
discussion of an agricultural bill in 
the house he said: "I have observed 
that whenever a bill dealing with agri- 
culture is to be discussed, all shade- 
tree farmers arise." It was unfortu- 
nate that he did not go further and 
describe 
the 
"shade-tree 
farmer." 


However, it may be surmised 'that tlie 
"shade-tree farmer" is rarely covered 
ivith the sweat and grime of the fields. 


Possibly the TJ-boat warfare brought

If our 'people would consider 


for a moment they would see that Just 
tit present this nation Is really the 
most important factor in the world 
war. At present we do not have the 
most troops nor the most ships, but 
we are rapidly preparing to equal any 
nation in the number of troops and 
also in the number of available trans- 
ports. 
But a mighty factor In the 


whole thing is thnt the United States 
since it'entered the war has financed 
and fed the nations which are fight- 
Ing tlie central powers. 


It ought not to have taken an attack 


by U-boats upon our ships within sight 
of our shores to arouse our people. 
But now that they are aroused they 
will probably make the Huns under- 
stand that they made a second mistake 
in regard to the United States. The 
first was when they forced this coun- 
try Into the war. This last attempt is 
one Intended to frighten our people, 
and the result will be to make them 
more determined than ever to put an 
end to German frlghtfulness.

The child labor 
law being declared unconstitutional by 
n 5-to-4 decision means that ri new 
campaign will be started so as to se- 
cure the results which have been so 
long sought for by the proponents of 
this legislation.

matic features attached to the enact- 
ment of the child labor law which has 
just been declared unconstitutional. 
Congress was about to adjourn In 1010 
and the Democrats of the senate had 
decided that they would not pass the 
child labor law. In fact, quite a com- 
pact organization had been formed to 
talk the bill to death. 
Then word 


came from the White House that Pres- 
ident Wilson wanted that child labor 
law enacted before congress adjourned, 
nnd with considerable grumbling the 
Democratic leaders took up the burden 
and put it through. 


Slore than live years ago Senator 


Cummins of Iowa introduced and had 
passed a resolution providing for the 
investigation of an "insidious lobby" 
which was then said to be operating 
for the purpose of preventing the pass- 
age of the Underwood-Simmons tariff 
bill.

of Lima are the typical one-story struc- 
tures, and usually a court is one of 
the leading features.

court are the various living, sleeping, 
acil other apartments; while the court 
itself is adorned with growing plants, 
flowers, and often a small tree or two. 
Birds, parrots, nnd other pets nre also 
numerous. 
Barred _wlndows nnd bal- 


conies are always In evidence. 


Jinny Lima homes of the better 


classes are two-story structures, and 
in such cases the balcony overhanging 
the street offers the family a fine point 
from which to view the life of the 
street when tired of the courtyard and 
its seclusion. 
One of the finest types 


of this home is the famous Torre-Tngie 
mansion. Almost n fortress in nppear- 
nnce as one enters the great stone wall 
lending from the street, but when -with- 
in the courtyards (there nre several), 
the outer doors closed, n veritable and 
secluded palace presents Itself with 
enough luxurious surroundings to make 
even a king envious. 
It was built in 


the days of the viceroys nnd nothing 
seems to have been forgotten as re- 
gards comfort and convenience of those 
early times, even to the private chapel 
opening on one of the courts. 
The 


carved mnhogany balconies overlook- 
ing the street nre also works of art 
nnd patient toll. 


Peru's capital Is the home of a na- 


tional museum, one of the world's most 
interesting institutions of this nature. 
It shares with that of Cairo In dis- 
playing to modern peoples various In- 
cidents of life and activity of by-gone 
races. 


Many Pleasure Resorts. 


The resorts and pleasure parks of 


the capita! are numerous, nnd there 
ire modern electric lines for reaching 
them from the heart of'the city. Chor- 
rillos, Barranco, Miraflores. La Punta, 
etc., offer those who love the sen fine 
opportunities for boating or bathing; 
and, indeed, a large number of people 
maintain theiV permanent homes on 
or near the Bay of Chorrillos, famous 
for its regattas and other aquatic 
sports. On tho other hand, when the 
fogs nnd mist of winter overhang the 
coastal region many citizens of the cap- 
ital find the sunny cllmnte of Chosica 
especially appealing; the latter resort 
lies some 30 miles inland in the An- 
dean foothills and directly on the 
Oroya railroad. 


In 1870 an exposition was held in 


Lima, nnd naturally n number of new 
buildings wero constructed in order to 
provide for exhibits nnd throngs of 
people. The name of Exposition park 
seems to have become definitely fixed 
upon this suburb, nnd today we find 
that ninny of the people of wealth nnd 
influence have established their homes 
in that part of Lima. The park itself

OMPARATIVELY few foreign- 
ers see interior regions of Peru 


. today; but a majority of those 


who voyage up and down the 


Pacific vay brief visits to Lima, tlie 
City of the Kings. It is located in an 
undulating vailey which extends in- 
land from the ocean for 50 miles or 
more to the foothills of the Andes, al- 
though numerous mountain spurs rise 
here and there nbout the valley, two 
of which, San Cristobal nnd San .Teron- 
imo, 
dominate the 
city 
of 
Lima. 


Through this valley the River Rimac 
winds its way to the sea at Callao, 
starting from rivulets at least 17,000 
feet high amid the eternal snows of 
the mountains. Nearly four centuries 
have passed since. Piznrro laid the 
foundation stones of the cathedral on 
n central plaza known today as Plnza 
Mayor. Around and in the vicinity of 
this level area the new capital began 
to grow. Pizarro's idea, according to 
historians, was to found n cnpitnl more 
easily accessible than the cities con- 
structed by the Incas nnd their pre- 
decessors, who builded far inland and 
In localities difficult to reach. 


Tlie Rimnc flows directly through 


Lima, the larger city development be- 
ing on the southern side of the stream, 
writes William A. Reid in the Bulletin 
of the Pan-American Union. The lat- 
ter Is spanned by several bridges over 
which passes a constant traffic. Limn, 
with its 200,000 population today, has 
been a long time growing to present 
proportions. 
In shape tbe city was 


originally more or less that of a giant 
triangle, the hypotenuse of which was 
formed by the Rimac. 
Pizarro be- 


stowed tlie name of City of the Kings 
upon the place :is a token of lionor on 
behalf of his royal benefactors; but 
gradually the native title seems to 
have become more nnd more popular. 
The name Lima is derived from that 
of the river, the legendary word Rimac 
moaning "one who speaks."
